Takeaway 
plea on old 
post office 


College’s academy status 
bid for the new school year 


Scheme back on cards 
for listed manor grounds 


A FORMER post office in Sedgley 
will be brought back to life as a 
Chinese takeaway under new 
plans which are expected to be 
approved next month. 

The scheme to revamp the post 
office in Dudley Street, Sedgley, 
would create three jobs and help 
inject new life into the town, a report 
says. 

The post office moved in August 
last year to a redundant electrical 
substation next door which bosses 
said was better suited to its needs. 

But one resident has objected to the 
plans to turn the old post office site 
into a takeaway raising concerns 
about possible smells and noise. 

Plans for the overhaul are set to go 
before Dudley Council’s planning 
committee for consideration at a 
meeting on April 4. 

Planning officials have recom¬ 
mended the scheme is given approval 
subject to a number of conditions. 

Letters notifying nearby residents 
of the plans have been sent to 32 prop¬ 
erties in the area. 


Repair hope for 
key building 

PLANS to restore a historic building 
in Dudley town centre have been sub¬ 
mitted. 

Dudley Townscape Heritage Initia¬ 
tive, which manages the restoration 
of key old buildings, hopes to do work 
at the Holloway Hall and Chambers. 

If approved, the proposals will 
mean outside repairs to the Priory 
Road building. 

A modern internal refurbishment 
to create new business units and 
office space inside will also take place. 

The public sector package of 
funding, which will help to deliver 
this and many other Dudley Town- 
scape Heritage Initiative projects, 
comes from a variety of sources. 

These include the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, Growth Points Fund, English 
Heritage and also Dudley Council. 

It is estimated that funding of up to 
£2.4 million could be available for 
grant-aiding projects within the town 
centre and an additional £500,000 
from the European Regional Develop¬ 
ment Fund is also being sought.

A STRAY horse was rescued by fire¬ 
fighters after falling into the Dudley 
Canal atParkhead locks near Holly 
Hall Road, Holly Hall. Firefighters 
had to tie ropes around the animal to 
pull it out of the water on Monday. 


A DUDLEY school is looking to take the 
next step in its development by applying 
for academy status. 

Holly Hall Mathematics and Computing 
College hopes to be granted academy status in 
time for the new school year in September. 

The status will mean the school will be able to 
manage its own admissions, budget, training, 
human resources and curriculum. 

Graham Lloyd, head teacher, said: “Holly Hall 
is a very successful school and continues to go 
from strength to strength. Academy status is the 
next natural stage in our development as we 


move from good to outstanding.” Mr Lloyd has 
earmarked the sports and science facilities to be 
developed, as well as the opportunity to offer 
post-16 education on-site. 

Michael Gove, Secretary of State for Educa¬ 
tion, stated last year that he hoped that all 
schools which Ofsted judged as “good with out¬ 
standing features” would apply for academy 
status. 

Holly Hall was judged to be good with out¬ 
standing features in their last inspection in 
2008. As part of the application, Mr Lloyd has 
consulted parents, staff and the student council 
to gauge the reaction to the move. 


A SCHEME to build new homes within the 
grounds of a listed Georgian manor house 
near Stourbridge were being resubmitted 
by developers this week. 

The proposals for 14 properties on the land 
around Grade Il-listed Wordsley Manor were 
halted by planners earlier this year amid con¬ 
cerns over wildlife conservation on the site. 

Hagley-based developer Selbourne Homes 
said on Monday it had been in talks with Dudley 
Council and the Firmstone family, who own the 
house, to draw up a new strategy. 

It is hoped the revised scheme will appease 


the authority and conservation group Natural 
England. 

If given the go-ahead the development would 
fund £400,000 of renovations to the dilapidated 
house which has been owned by the family for 
160 years. Selbourne Homes managing director 
Gavin Warr said talks had been positive and 
plans were now being completed. 

“I’m extremely hopeful that we have done 
what we needed to do this time round,” he said. 

When plans were first unveiled Natural 
England expressed concerns about the habitat 
of slow worms and bats on the site being dis¬ 
turbed. 


MEMORIALS TO 
GRAN STOLEN 


R emembrance plaques 

and ornaments dedicated 
to the memory of a grand¬ 
mother have been stolen from 
the garden of a Dudley home, 
leaving relatives distraught. 

Family members awoke to discover 
the theft of the items placed in honour of 
grandmother Olive Verrill, who died 13 
years ago at the age of 66. 

The tributes were taken from the front 
garden of the family home in Norwood Road, 
Brockmoor, Brierley Hill, over the weekend. 

Mrs Verrill’s grand-daughter Terri-Anne 
Verrill, aged 24, said she, her 17-year-old 
sister Olivia and mother Samantha were dev¬ 
astated. 

Ribbon 

She said: “I feel gutted and upset that 
someone has stolen such random items, the 
memorial plaques that were stolen upset me 
the most.” 

She added: “They are not worth any great 
value in terms of money, it’s the sentimental 
value more than anything. 

“We have heard that similar thefts have 
happened in the area and so we would like to 
know whether anyone can shed some light on 
it. There are other ornaments and items in 
the garden which they didn’t take so we don’t 
know why these in particular were targeted,” 
she added. 

The plaques were installed about a year 
ago as until then family members had always 
tied a ribbon to a tree in the garden marking 
the anniversary of Mrs Verrill’s death. The 
family believe the items were taken some-

Two stone plaques were stolen which read

pots including one blue pot in the shape of a 
shoe were taken. The items were placed 
either around the tree or near the front 
doorstep. 

Police have today confirmed they are inves¬ 
tigating the theft.

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Electric 
car fleet 

A FLEET of electric cars 
costing £500,000 is being 
bought by Sandwell 
Council, it has been 
revealed. 

The authority plans to 
add 10 of the vehicles to 
its current bank of pool 
cars, with charging 
points also set to be 
installed. 

The announcement 
comes after council 
leader Darren Cooper 
passed plans to reduce 
mileage payments for 
staff. 

The authority had 
hoped to reduce the 
amount claimed by staff 
who use their cars for 
work reduced from 65p 
per mile to 40p in a bid to 
save £1.1 million. 

Councillor Cooper said 
the the introduction of 
electric cars was part of 
plans to save the author¬ 
ity money. 


£3m spent on bank 
nurse hospital cover 


MORE than £3 million 
has been spent on agency 
nurses since Russells 
Hall Hospital set up a 
staff bank to reduce costs. 

Bosses at the hospital said 
using their own pool of 
workers had shaved £2m off 
the bill for temporary staff. 

But due to increased 
numbers of emergency 
admissions during last 
year’s cold snap they had 
been forced to fall back on 
paying agency nurses. 

The hospital trust said it 
had spent around £3.1m 
between April, when the 
staff bank was set up, and 
January this year. It had pre¬ 


viously spent £5m on agency 
nurses between April 2009 
and March 2010. 

The staff bank is made up 
of 400 nurses and clinical 
workers, already employed 
by the trust, and bosses say 
using their own staff is better 
as they know the hospital. 

Support 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “Ensuring our 
patients receive the best pos¬ 
sible care from highly-skilled 
staff is a top priority for The 
Dudley Group of Hospitals 
and this means that some¬ 
times we need to utilise bank 
and agency staff to cover 
annual leave, maternity 


leave and sickness as well as 
filling short-term vacancies. 

“As our own staff bank has 
become much more estab¬ 
lished we have reduced our 
reliance on external bank 
and agency staff by some 
£2m this year down to £3m. 

“However, there are times 
when we still require 
support from nursing agen¬ 
cies,” she added. 

“From April 2010 to 
January 2011, we spent 
approximately £3.1m on 
agency nursing staff to 
ensure the most appropriate 
number of nursing staff were 
available to care for our 
patients during some partic¬ 
ularly busy months.” 


Approval 
for leisure 
centre 
proposal 

A£8.8 MILLION leisure 
centre plan in Tipton has 
been approved. 

Sandwell planners 
voted through some 
minor amendments to 
the scheme. 

The centre, which will 
include a 25-metre swim¬ 
ming pool, will be built 
on the junction of 
Alexandra Road and 
Thursfield Road. 

It will also include a 
learner pool, a gym, 
changing facilities and a 
community room.

Former Sons’ building 
gets a new lease of life 



A PROJECT to breathe life into a former Sons of Rest building in the 
Black Country has been hailed as “the future” of community working. 

More than £10,000 has been pumped into improving the former Sons of Rest 
building in Dudley’s Buffery Park over the past two years, replacing the 
kitchen, painting the outside, and redecorating - and now youth groups and 
other community groups are being invited to use the hall. 

The lease was taken over by the Friends of Buffery Park group. The centre is getting 
its new life after escaping the mass demolition of Sons of Rest buildings across the 
country in the 1970s. 

The friends group have re-named the building the Buffery Paradise Centre, and have 
now secured a sub-let from Your Choice Park View, a group for people with learning dis¬ 
abilities, which wants to 
rent the building up to four 
days a week. 

Chairman Stephen Bris¬ 
coe said the income would 
ensure community groups 
were able to use the build¬ 
ing free of charge. 

He said: “This is a 
massive coup for us. We feel 
very fortunate. 

“It’s been two years and a 
lot of hard work, but defi¬ 
nitely worth it.” 

The project was largely 
funded by a £10,000 grant 
from Tesco. 

Threat 

A grant application put 
before Central Dudley Area 
Committee is asking for 
£4,946 towards the cost of a 
new central heating system. 

The first community 
group to set up at the centre 
is the Sunshine Group 
senior citizens’ group. 

Mr Briscoe, aged 45, of 
Adshead Road, Dudley, 
said: “The building looks 
fantastic and we’ve got a 
number of groups showing 
interest — I think this is the 
way community centres will 
have to be run. 

“With cost-cutting and 
centres under threat of 
closure, this is the future — 
people taking matters into 
their own hands.”

Council prepares 
case over funding 


DISCUSSIONS over the 
Government’s decision to 
scrap millions of pounds 
worth of school rebuilding 
projects in Sandwell are set 
to take place next month. 

The borough had nine 
schemes worth £138m cut. 

Sandwell and five other 
authorities launched legal 
action after Labour’s Build¬ 
ing Schools for the Future 
programme was axed. 

The Sandwell cutbacks 
sparked an outcry from 
parents, pupils and school 
staff. Last month the 


authority was successful in 
a High Court challenge, 
along with several other 
councils, and Education 
Secretary Michael Gove 
was told to think again. 

Now, council officers are 
compiling a case to present 
to the Government on what 
action should be taken in 
Sandwell with a meeting 
expected in April. Schools 
losing out included Brist- 
nall Hall, Heathfields, Per- 
ryfields, Wood Green, 
Stuart Bathurst and Manor 
and Menzies.

No plan 
to close 
doors of 
hostel 


THERE are no plans to 
close a bail hostel in 
Tipton despite residents’ 
claims that it has been 
making their lives a 
misery for the past three 
years. 

Fifteen people attended a 
meeting to raise their con¬ 
cerns about the controver¬ 
sial property in Church 
Street with police and coun¬ 
cillors.

Fights, noise and police 
being called to the property 
at 5amare some of the prob¬ 
lems that have been 
reported since the hostel 
opened in 2008. 

At the recent meeting at 
Burnt Tree Children’s 
Centre in Tividale Street, 
residents said they were 
worried about a potential 
increase in crime in the area 
and asked why they had not 
been consulted when the bail 
house first opened. 

Sandwell Council develop¬ 
ment manager Michael 
Nicholls said there was no 
legal requirement to contact 
residents when a bail house 
opened. 

Stonham spokesman 
Rachel Dunachie confirmed 
there were no plans to close 
the service.

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Ban fan did 
not sign in 


A FOOTBALL fan who 
was banned from attend¬ 
ing games failed to sign in 
at a police station on the 
day of an England match, 
a court heard. 

Michael Kendrick, aged 
35, of Vicarage Prospect, 
Dudley, is required to sur¬ 
render his passport and 
visit West Bromwich 
police station on the day of 
international games. 

He was made the subject 
of a football banning order 
in 2005 after being 
involved in violence fol¬ 
lowing a West Bromwich 
Albion v Aston Villa 
match. Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court was told last 
week that Kendrick failed 


to turn up before the 
England v Denmark 
match last month. 

He pleaded guilty to two 
counts of failing to comply 
with a football banning 
order and was fined £50 
for each offence. 

Mr Barry Sealeaf, prose¬ 
cuting, said Kendrick had 
received a caution for 
similar offences in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Mr Simon Hamblett, 
defending, said Kendrick 
no longer had any interest 
in football and had not 
kept an eye on the fix¬ 
tures. Kendrick was 
ordered to pay £85 costs 
and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge.

Legal fight mother wins £6m 
award for brain-damaged son 


THE mother of a brain-damaged 
Black Country man who received 
more than £6 million in compensa¬ 
tion after hospital failures during his 
birth said she hoped lessons had 
been learned. 

Christopher Langford, now aged 23, 
from Tipton, was left with cerebral palsy 
caused by a six-minute delay in being 
born at Sandwell Hospital in October 
1987 which starved his brain of oxygen. 

Mr Langford was delivered by mid¬ 
wives after a scan showed he had an 
abnormal heartbeat but an obstetrician 
failed to attend. 

Had he been born six minutes earlier 
he would not have suffered brain damage. 

The High Court in Birmingham last 
week approved a lump sum of more than 
£2.75m plus annual payments to ensure 


he has access to the care and rehabilita¬ 
tion he will need for the rest of his life. His 
mother Amanda Langford said: “No 
amount of money can ever give him the 
normal life he should have had. 

“I really hope the hospital has learned 
lessons so that no other parent has to go 
through the heartache we have suffered.” 

Security 

She added: “I took legal action because 
I was determined to prove their mistake 
robbed my son of a normal life. 

“Christopher is a very happy young 
man and has a real love of life but he nat¬ 
urally gets frustrated that he cannot do 
the things that most of us take for 
granted.” 

The decision follows a legal fight 
between Mr Langford’s lawyers, Irwin 
Mitchell Solicitors, and West Midlands 


Strategic Health Authority who refused 
to admit liability for the delays in his 
delivery. 

But in February 2009, a judge at the 
Royal Courts of Justice found that if 
Christopher had been born just six 
minutes earlier, he would have avoided 
the majority of his injuries. 

Mandy Luckman, a partner with Irwin 
Mitchell solicitors, said the case proved 
how crucial fast action could be for 
unborn babies. 

She added: “Today’s settlement should 
not be viewed as a lottery win but will 
provide Christopher with financial secu¬ 
rity to pay for the lifetime of care he will 
need. 

“It also provides his mother with the 
peace of mind that in the years ahead 
Christopher will always be well provided 
for.” 


Wheelchair 
hire fee for 
disabled at 
Merry Hill 

HIRE charges are being introduced for 
mobility scooters, wheelchairs and 
pushchairs at the Merry Hill shopping 
centre. 

Retail giant Westfield, which owns the 
Black Country centre, says the charges are 
“essential” to maintain the service, which 
was previously free. 

An annual registration fee of £10 is being 
introduced from April 1 as well as daily 
charges introduced for different wheel¬ 
chairs, scooters and pushchairs. The 
charge for the hire of pushchairs is £2 per 
day. 

There will also be the same charge for the 
hire of mobility scooters and electric wheel¬ 
chairs each time. Unregistered users will

be charged a one-off hire fee of £3 for elec¬ 
tric wheelchairs, mobility scooters and 
pushchairs. 

Manual wheelchairs can be hired for £1 
for registered users while non-registered 
users will be charged £3. 

Dudley Council’s disability champion 
Councillor Colin Banks today said: “I would 
have thought with the money they are 
making it wasn’t needed. It is just another 
charge for people during these tough times. 

“I don’t know whether they have thought 
about this commercially because if people 
do not want to pay and don’t go, it isn’t just 
them. It might be the whole family.” 

Westfield Merry Hill spokeswoman Kelly 
Reed said: “Merry Hill will start charging 
for use of Shopmobility equipment from 


Tenants 
in solar 
power 
trials 


SOLAR panels will be 
fitted to the roofs of 
council homes in Dudley 
at a cost of £45,000 - 
which will be recouped 
over the next eight years. 

The pilot scheme, which 
will enable council house 
tenants to get free electric¬ 
ity, is being rolled out this 
week. 

The scheme will see a 
number of solar panels 
added to the roofs of three 
two-storey blocks of flats, 
each with four flats for 
mature tenants aged over 
40, in Jockey Fields, Upper 
Gornal. 

If it is deemed a success it 
could be expanded to other 
parts of Dudley borough. 

Daylight 

The trial will provide 
some free electricity to the 
tenants during daylight 
hours, amounting to 
roughly one free month of 
electricity per year. 

Any additional electricity 
generated which tenants do 
not use will be exported to 
the national grid. 

Council chiefs say they 
have picked the flats in 
Jockey Fields as they are 
“ideal” with south-facing 
roofs, which are relatively 
unshaded, at the rear. 

The panels need daylight 
to produce electricity rather 
than sunlight so council 
chiefs say they will always 
provide a benefit. 

The effectiveness of the 
scheme will be monitored 
this summer and if success¬ 
ful, it is likely the scheme 
will be rolled out to larger 
council-run schemes. 


A NEW £ 10 million deal has 
been struck for gas services 
to around 23,000 council 
properties within Dudley. 

Officials from Dudley 
Council have signed con¬ 
tracts with family-run 
company PH Jones for the 
next three years. 

The Cheshire-based firm 
won the lucrative contract 
which starts next month. 

Council chiefs say resi¬ 
dents will have a “seam¬ 


less” change from energy 
company E.on which con¬ 
cludes its contract this 
month. 

PH Jones will be respon¬ 
sible for providing mainte¬ 
nance, servicing and 
installations. Workers 
employed under the previ¬ 
ous contract will continue 
with PH Jones. The only 
differences would be new 
uniforms, vans and 
number - 01384 286086. 


“These charges are essen¬ 
tial for the on-going provi¬ 
sion of the service, the 
maintenance of the Merry 
Hill Shopmobility fleet and 
in order to improve the 
service.

High hopes for region’s £100m freight line route 


A£100 MILLION project to launch a tram- 
train line taking commuters across the 
Black Country will be in place by 2014 if 
plans unveiled in detail are approved. 

The move is expected to create hundreds of 
jobs. Hybrid tram-trains, capable of travelling 
along both light and heavy tracks, would run 
along a defunct freight line, taking passengers 
between Stourbridge and Walsall. 


There would be stops on the tram-train line in 
both Brierley Hill and Dudley town centre. 
Council chiefs estimate that the scheme would 
bring in a minimum boost to the economy of 
£200m. 

Cabinet member for transport at Dudley 
Council Angus Adams today said a full business 
plan had been submitted and was being consid¬ 
ered by Network Rail. If approved, work could 


begin on the project as soon as 2014. 

Councillor Adams said: “We believe there is a 
very strong case for this project to be approved, 
and are very optimistic. It would ease pressure 
on the roads and create a fast passage between 
areas of the region which don’t have rail links at 
the moment. 

“These tram-trains are being trialled at the 
moment in Sheffield, and are widely used across 


Europe already.” He said the money was 
expected to come largely from Department for 
Transport grants, along with contributions from 
councils. 

Tram-trains would share the line with freight 
trains and the line would be in operation for an 
estimated six to 10 years, while councils in the 
region wait to see whether £289m to extend the 
Midland Metro will be made available.

A FTER years of financial bartering and 
political lobbying, £289million plans to 
extend the Midland Metro still appear to 
be a distant dream for the Black Country. 

But council leaders eager to kick-start the region’s 
economy following the recession have unveiled plans 
to invest money in reopening disused freight lines 
and introducing a tram-train service to ferry people 
between Stourbridge and Aldridge. 

The line, which would link two far corners of the Black 
Country, would bring in an estimated £200million profit 
and create hundreds of jobs, it is claimed. 

If a Rail Utilisation Strategy report due to be released in 
the summer lends its support to the scheme, funding could 
be released and work started in 2014 or 
sooner, if Stourbridge MP Margot James has 
anything to say about it. 

“I think it will do a lot of good, not just for 
Stourbridge, but for the whole transport 
infrastructure of the Black Country,” she 
said. 

“I will be working with Centro and Network 
Rail to try and get this project brought 
forward. I see no reason why we would have 
to wait until 2014. 

“As well as providing an invaluable boost to 
our economy, it will hopefully help reduce 
some of the congestion problems that we 
suffer. 

“It’s very important that this link is 


The hoped for Metro expan¬ 
sion remains a vague hope on 
the horizon.

reopened as soon as possible.” The tram-train 
service would provide a stop-gap for up to a 
decade, potentially longer, as the Metro plans 
continue to crawl along. 

A complicated funding package and govern¬ 
ment demands have meant the scheme to 
expand the Metro from Wednesbury to Brier- 
ley Hill has repeatedly hit obstacles. 

The plans to extend the line, which runs 
from Wolverhampton St George’s to Birming¬ 
ham Snow Hill, were first mooted in 2005 but 
failed to get vital government backing. 

In 2009, West Midlands councils were told 
the only way they would be granted cash 
would be if they introduced congestion

charges, which they refused to do. In Novem¬ 
ber, government inspectors released a 
damning report labelling the plans “unrealis¬ 
tic” and saying they were unlikely to be deliv¬ 
ered until at least 2026. 

Meanwhile, original plans to shift cargo on 
the freight line had been drawn up in the late 
90s, but were shelved when Railtrack folded 
in 2002. 

Victorian 

But the project was resurrected in 2009 and 
now council leaders say they want to use the 
tracks for both freight and passengers. 

Deputy leader of Dudley Council and

member of the Transport Authority Les Jones 
said: “This isn’t a contingency plan in case the 
Metro doesn’t go ahead — this is something we 
are actively looking at and starting to plan 
now.” 

Councillor Jones said the new, £100million 
plans — to be largely funded from government 
grants — would mimic part of the planned 
Metro extension, along old freight lines 
between Wednesbury and Brierley Hill. 

“One of the problems we suffer in Dudley is 
that we have a Victorian infrastructure and

Cartoon creator Jim in brain injury rehab scheme 


SHOE People cartoon creator Jim Driscoll is investing up to 
£12million in two care home projects that will create almost 
200 jobs in Stourbridge and the Wyre Forest district. 

His firm has taken over the Park Attwood Clinic in Trimpley, near 
Bewdley, which is due to open as a new brain injury rehabilitation 
centre in early summer. 

It will employ about 50 people. And he is about to apply to Dudley 
Council for planning permission to develop the 1.5 acre former 
Labour Club and YWCAsite in Hagley Road, Stourbridge, as a three- 


storey, “iconic”, U-shaped building to include a 62-bedroomed care 
home and 38 apartments. 

The Stourbridge scheme — expected to open late next year — would 
create jobs for 100 to 140 people, full and part time. 

Iconic building 

Mr Driscoll, aged 63, who now lives in Chaddesley Corbett, near 
Kidderminster, said: “The Stourbridge care centre will look like a 
block on the South of France, with balconies, and planners have told 
us it will be an iconic building. 


There will be a 62-bed care home and 38 two-bedroom apartments 
where people can live and call on care when they need it 24 hours a 
day. People living there would be able to have family to stay with 
them and it will be fantastic because it will be close to all the ameni¬ 
ties of the town centre.” 

The former Labour Club and YWCA in Hagley Road have already 
been demolished to make way for the development. 

Mr Driscoll, who sold the Shoe People brand in 1996, has set up 
Park Attwood Ltd to run the new care businesses and Christopher 
Charles Properties as a development company.

Village seeks talks 
on unsolved crimes 


HAGLEY parish councillors 
are to demand an explana¬ 
tion from local police after it 
was revealed they failed to 
catch the crooks responsible 
for any of the burglaries or 
car crimes committed in the 
village last year. 

A Freedom of Information 
request by a local resident 
revealed 29 burglaries and 30 
vehicle crimes were recorded in 
2010 in Hagley - but not one was 
solved.

2009, when six out of 25 burgla¬ 
ries were solved and one vehicle 
crime was detected from 31 
reported. 

Bromsgrove district council¬ 
lor Steve Colella, who is also 
chairman of the parish council, 
said: “We will be asking the 
police to discuss the matter with 
us.” 

Evidence 

Local resident Peter Rowbot- 
tom, of Kidderminster Road 
South, Hagley, made the 
Freedom of Information request 


to West Mercia Police, asking for 
figures for the number of crimes 
solved. 

Overall a total of 170 crimes 
were recorded in 2010, of which 
just 29 were solved - and, in the 
case of burglaries and vehicle 
crime, none was detected. 

A West Mercia Police 
spokesman said today: “Bur¬ 
glaries and vehicle crime are 
taken very seriously and we do 
all we can to detect these crimes 
and bring offenders to justice. Of 
course we need to have sufficient 
evidence for this to happen.” 


Work link to 
man’s death 

A RETIRED metal worker 
who was in contact with 
asbestos during his job died 
from an industrial disease, 
an inquest heard.

His cause of death 
was recorded as a mesothe¬ 
lioma and pneumonia. 

The court heard he had 
worked at Austin Morris, 
later MG Rover, in 1957 
where Mr Burley believed he 
came into contact with 
asbestos. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded that 
Mr Burley had died from an 
industrial disease.

MORRIS 
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Honour 
to chain 
strike 
heroine 

BLACK Country artist Luke Perry 
is starting work on a permanent 
memorial to women chainmakers in 
the town where they won an historic 
strike more than a century ago. 

The £25,000 memorial will honour 
union leader Mary Macarthur, who led 
the chainmakers’ strikes in Cradley 
Heath in 1910. 

Her campaigning helped the women 
win a famous victory, forcing employers 
into a pay rise following a 10-week strike 
and laying the foundations for the 
minimum wage. 

Mr Perry was commissioned for the 
landmark at the last meeting of the Mary 
Macarthur Community Group, part of 
Cradley Heath Action Forum. 

The artwork, when finished, will take 
pride of place in Mary Macarthur 
Gardens, off Sydney Road and High 
Street. 

Family 

It will stand on the site of a mound 
where Mary addressed strikers, once the 
site of the Workers Institute. The 
funding has been provided by Sandwell 
Council through cash given by develop¬ 
ers working on projects in the area. 

Mr Perry said: “Chainmaking has been 
in my family for a couple of hundred 
years and so it is really important for me, 
my family and the local area to get this 
right. ” 

Mr Perry will also visit nearby schools 
to raise pupils’ awareness of the project 
and also to talk to experts, historians and 
people in the industry. 

Mr Perry is the artist behind a £50,000 
sculpture outside Tesco Extra in Cradley 
Heath. He has also co-presented a 
Channel 4 documentary series called 
Titanic: The Mission. 

Honorary Alderman Margaret James, 
who chairs the action forum, said: “We 
are very pleased to have chosen Luke for 
this memorial to mark the chainmakers 
and Mary Macarthur. “

BAGS of household rubbish were 
dumped on a public footpath in the 
Black Country by a man who claimed 
he was forced into fly-tipping by new 
rules which means his local council 
will only collect three bags of waste a 
week. 

Clothes and rolls of carpets were among 
the mess left by Wesley Bristow, aged 22, 
on land at the back of Addison Road, Brier- 
ley Hill. 

He said waste had been piling up in his 
garden since Dudley Council introduced 
the “three bags only” rule, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court heard last week. 

Bristow, who lives with his mother, 
pleaded guilty to depositing controlled 
waste without a permit. 

He was given a six-month conditional 
discharge and ordered to pay £415 in com¬ 
pensation and costs. 

Compensation 

The court heard Bristow was twice seen 
pushing a green wheelie bin full of rubbish 
to land at the back of Addison Road at 
about 2pm on August 22 last year. 

An officer from Dudley Council then 
went to the scene the next day and found a 
pile of rubbish including rolls of carpet, 
clothes, wood and plastic panelling. 

The rubbish had blocked a dirt path used 
by residents to cut between Addison Road 
and Waldron Avenue. 

Bristow, who is unemployed, said that 
on this occasion he decided to get rid of the 
waste around the back of his home. 

He added: “I’m sorry for putting it down 
there and I know now that it was wrong. 

“The problem is the council won’t take 
more than three bin bags and my garden 
was getting covered in rubbish.” 

He was ordered to pay £120 compensa¬ 
tion and £295 court costs. 


Housing estate application 

A HOUSING estate is being planned to 
replace units in the Black Country. 
Sandwell Council has applied for outline 
permission for 96 homes and 43 flats on 
land off Newlyn Road in Cradley Heath. 

Several businesses and a caravan park 
occupy the eight-acre site.

A WOMAN who became 
the nation’s most popular 
pin-up 35 years ago was at 
the preview of a Birming¬ 
ham art exhibition dedi¬ 
cated to tennis. 

When Oldbury photographer 
Martin Elliott’s picture of his then 
girlfriend cheekily hitching up 
her skirt to reveal a buttock 
during a game of tennis was 
picked up by poster company 
Athena in the 1970s, it became 
one of the most popular posters 
ever in the UK. 

The tennis girl Fiona Walker, 
who now lives in Worcestershire, 
was at Christie’s in London last 
week to launch Court on Canvas — 
an exhibition exploring tennis as 
a subject in art which will runs 
from May 27 to September 18 at 
the Barber Institute of Fine Arts 
in Edgbaston, Birmingham. 

Unique 

The 1976 photograph by former 
Oldbury Grammay School pupil 
Martin Elliott, was taken of his 
girlfriend at the time, 18-year-old 
student Fiona Butler, from Stour¬ 
bridge, at Edgbaston Tennis Club. 
She could not actually play tennis. 

The photograph was licensed to 
Athena for a calendar for the 
Queen’s Silver Jubilee in 1977, 
and became a cheeky, sexy icon. 

Fiona Butler went on to marry 
multi-millionaire Ian Walker and 
now lives in Stourport. 

Mr Elliott, who got royalties for 
the popular picture, moved to 
Cornwall where he died a year ago 
after a long battle with cancer. 
The first game of lawn tennis was 
played in 1859 by Major Harry 
Gem and his friend, Jean Batista 
Augurio Perera, on a court at the 
latter’s home, at number 8, 
Ampton Road, Edgbaston. The 


unique exhibition Court on 
Canvas: Tennis in Art at the 
Barber — less than half a mile 
from the birthplace of the modern 
game — is the first to explore the 
subject of tennis in art. 

It brings together paintings, 
drawings and sculptures inspired 


by the game, including Sir John 
Lavery’s The Tennis Party and 
works by artists as diverse as LS 
Lowry, EH Shepard (of Winnie the 
Pooh fame) and David Hockney. It 
will be accompanied by a display 
of historic tennis equipment, pho¬ 
tographs and memorabilia. 


Budget helping to put fuel in 
the tank of British economy 


L AST Wednesday in the House of 
Commons, George Osborne delivered 
the Coalition Government’s second 
Budget. 

It sets out how we will reform the nation’s 
economy so that we enjoy growth and jobs in the 
future. It is also about doing what we can to help 
families with the cost of living - including an 
immediate 1 pence cut in fuel duty. 

In last year’s Emergency Budget the new Gov¬ 
ernment had to bring the country back from the 
brink of bankruptcy. 

Labour had maxed out the country’s credit card, 
and left their bills for our children and grandchil¬ 


dren to pay. 

They doubled the national 
debt and as a result British 
taxpayers now spend £120 
million a day paying off the 
interest on Labour’s debts. 
That is more than we spend 
on our schools or defence. 

We must stick to the plan 
to tackle the deficit. 

But stability alone is not 
enough — Britain has to earn 
its way in the modern world. 
Under Labour, we lost 
ground in the world economy. 
We slipped down the league 
tables for economic competi¬ 
tiveness as taxes got higher 
and red tape ever more 
restrictive. 

Manufacturing halved, as 
they placed all our bets on 
the City of London with a 
model for growth based on 
unsustainable public spend¬ 
ing, immigration, and finan¬ 
cial services. 

With the government now 
accounting for half of our 
economy, we have to reform. 

We need a new economic 
model, one which is under¬ 
pinned by investment, manu¬ 
facturing and exports, so that 
Britain makes things again. 

This Budget kick-started 
that reform with a tax cut for 
business, rate relief for small 
firms - a doubling of help for

entrepreneurs .Relief and 
more support for research 
and development. We will 
scrap burdensome regula¬ 
tions that cost businesses 
millions every year and intro¬ 
duce a moratorium on all new 
regulation for our smallest 
companies. 

There will be radical 
reforms to the planning 
system to encourage more 
sustainable development. 

To ensure growth is more 
evenly spread, we have 
announced 21 new Enterprise 
Zones across the country, 
including one here in the 
Black Country. 

Work 

Creating a £3 billion new 
Green Investment Bank will 
encourage in another £15 
billion in private sector 
investment in green projects. 
Investing £100 million in new 
science facilities will help 
ensure Britain stays at the 
forefront of innovation. 

To reach our economic 
potential we have to support 
young people. Labour left 
Britain with a legacy of very 
high youth unemployment. 

This Budget will help them 
back into work with 100,000 


work experience placements 
and 50,000 additional 
apprenticeship places, on top 
of the 200,000 already 
planned. 

Charities will benefit too. A 
new scheme will allow Gift 
Aid to be claimed on small 
donations without the donor 
needing to fill in any forms at 
all. That means Gift Aid on 
the contents of the collecting 
tin and the street bucket. 
100,000 charities gain about 
£240 million. 

There are radical plans to 
support the largest donations 
too. In future if you leave 10 
per cent or more of your 
estate to charity, then the 
Government will take 10 per 
cent off your inheritance tax 
rate. 

Beneficiaries won’t be 
better off but charities will 
get £300 million more. 

The Budget doesn’t choose 
between creating the condi¬ 
tions for future growth and 
helping families with the cost 
of living. 

Our plan for growth means 
doing both. At a time when 
money is tight for families up 
and down the country, people 
need to know that the Gov¬ 
ernment is on their side. 


That is why I am so 
pleased that the Chancellor 
not only replaced Labour’s 
fuel duty escalator with a fair 
fuel stabiliser but also 
announced a 1 penny per 
litre cut in fuel duty - all 
paid for by a tax on oil com¬ 
panies. 

This won’t transform prices 
at the pump, but at a time 
when oil prices round the 
world are spiking, the Gov¬ 
ernment is trying to ease the 
burden. 

Alongside the freeze in 
council tax, and the delay in 
the rise of Air Passenger 
Duty, it means the Govern¬ 
ment is doing what it can, 
even when money is tight. 

The increase in the per¬ 
sonal allowance will also 
make a difference to hard 
working low paid families. 

From April next year the 
personal tax allowance will 
increase by a further £630, to 
£8,105. 

That represents another 
real increase of £48 extra per 
year, or £126 in cash terms. 

Growth 

Together with this year’s 
rise, that means a total of 
£326 extra each year for 
those working hard to 
support their families. 

And it also means, just ten 
months into office, this coali¬ 
tion Government has taken 
1.1 million low-paid people 
out of tax altogether. 

First time buyers will also 
receive help with a new £250 
million programme to help 
10,000 people get on the 
housing ladder. 

That’s why I am support¬ 
ing this plan for growth. 

By helping families with 
the cost of living, and 
backing enterprise this 
Budget puts fuel into the 
tank of the British economy.

Cheapest 
homes in 
region 


A STREET in Kidderminster has been named as 
the cheapest place in the West Midlands to buy a 
home, with properties selling for under £45,000. 

The survey also named three other streets in 
the Black Country as among the top 10 most 
affordable roads in the region. 

Homes in St Cecilia Close in Hoobrook, Kid¬ 
derminster, go for an average value of £43,800 
according to website Mouseprice.com although 
some are offered for as little as £30,000. 


The street is mostly made up of flats but ward 
councillor Helen Dyke says the properties have a 
lot of positive points. “They are on a main link 
road and are quite spacious,” she said. 

Second on the list is Churchfield Avenue in 
Tipton where homes go for an average of £49,700. 

Fifth is Beacon View Road in West Bromwich 
where homes go for around £50,700 while at 
number 10 was Tudor Court in Tipton were the 
average price is £52,600. 


School board may go 
in switch to academy 


Council set to act over horses 


HORSE owners are lobbying 
council chiefs after bosses in one 
Black Country borough threat¬ 
ened to seize animals left on local 
authority land. 

Sandwell Council is to remove 
horses found tethered or wander¬ 
ing the streets and charge the 
owners for the animals’ return. 

It has been claimed there are up 
to 60 horses on the streets of 
Tipton alone. Others have been 
roaming in and around Dudley 
and Moxley and on the Wolver¬ 
hampton-Sandwell border. 

Representatives of Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council have 
already met officers from 
Sandwell while police and local 
authority bosses in Dudley are 
about to reveal a plan of action. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
Sandwell Council’s neighbour¬ 
hoods chief, said: “Our first prior¬ 
ity is getting a group of around 10 
horses that are roaming free and 
causing imminent danger to the 
public off the streets. We will then 
be entering into discussions with 
more reasonable horse owners.” 

Former scrap metal collector 
Vernon Farrington, aged 56, has 
four cob horses tethered in 
Tipton. The father-of-two, of 
Summer Road, Tipton said: “I 
agree with the council that the 
stray horses need to be moved, 
but I don’t see what the problem is 
with the tethered horses.”

THE future of a board of governors 
and headteacher at a failing Black 
Country secondary school is uncer¬ 
tain as it may become an academy. 

The Heathfield Foundation Technology 
College, in Cradley Heath, has been given 
a notice to improve after Ofsted inspectors 
rated it “inadequate” in January. 

An application has been made to the 
Department for Education for the school, 
in Wrights Lane, to become an academy 
outside council control. Under Govern¬ 
ment guidelines a likely requirement for 
that is the removal of the headteacher and 
governing board. Academy schools control 
their own curriculum, receive funding 
directly from the government and get more 
cash to drive standards up. 

Decision 

Councillor Bob Badham, Sandwell 
council’s cabinet member for schools said 
all necessary steps had been taken to 
rectify the situation. “There’s got to be a 
restructuring of the college to make it a 
better school again,” he added. 

Principal John Parker, who has been at 
the school’s helm for 27 years, said: “The 
application to become an academy is on 
hold at the moment and the Secretary of 
State has got to make a decision.” 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of the oppo¬ 
sition Tory group, felt the move should be 
welcomed. “Parents will benefit in Cradley 
Heath,” he said. 

Ofsted inspector David Muir told the 
school to increase the number of pupils 
gaining five A* to C grades including 
English and mathematics. Its sixth form 
was rated as good with clear improvement 
in recent years. 

The school’s capacity for sustained 
improvement was rated as satisfactory.

The accounts 
manager started 
lifting weights at 
Paragon Gym, 
Kingswinford, at 9am 
and continued through 
the night. 

His original aim 
was to lift 250 tons but 
he had accomplished 
this by 9.30pm and 
decided to carry on. 

He lifted 507 tons in 
all — a new world 
record. The event was 
sponsored by a differ¬ 
ent company per hour. 

He said: “My aim 
was always to go for 
the world record and I 
am pleased I have 
been able to accom¬ 
plish this.

A ROAD layer went on a wrecking 
spree causing hundreds of pounds of 
damage to cars in Upper Gornal, a 
court heard. Jamie Batham, aged 24, 
left behind a “catalogue of destruc¬ 
tion”. 

He attacked vehicles parked outside the 
Pensioners’ Club and Labour Club in Kent 
Street. Six cars were left with smashed 
windows and windscreens during the 
spate of vandalism during the early hours 
of October 28, Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
was told. 

Batham pleaded guilty at a previous 
hearing to six charges of criminal damage 
and was in court for sentence. 

Mr Barry Sealeaf, prosecuting, said 
police had been called at around 3.40am. 
“They received a 999 call from someone 
saying a young man was throwing bricks 
at vehicles,” he said. 

Police arrived to find a Peugeot car with 
smashed windows and the defendant a 
short distance away making a call in a 
phone box. He told officers he knew 
nothing about the vandalism. 

Blackouts 

Police let him go but later found a 
damaged Vauxhall Corsa on the Pension¬ 
ers’ Club car park and four cars with 
smashed windows on the Labour Club car 
park in Kent Street. Batham’s DNA was 
found on one of the cars, Mr Sealeaf told 
the court. 

Mr Simon Hamblett, defending, said 
Batham, of Edmund Road, Upper Gornal, 
had been suffering from blackouts and did 
not know why he had attacked the cars. 

Magistrate Mrs Mary Yeates ordered 
Batham to pay a total of £1,030 compensa¬ 
tion — the cost of the damage — to his 
victims. 

She said: “We are faced with quite a cat¬ 
alogue of destruction. 

“When people suffer damage to their 
cars, they have to call on their insurance 
and have to pay more on their premiums. 
It has a huge impact on the victims,” she 
added. 

Batham was also made the subject of a 
12-month community order including a 
one-to-one victim awareness session so he 
could understand the consequences of his 
actions. 


Club members rally to

BLACK COUNTRY folk are 
raising cash to help clothe 600 
tsunami victims in Japan. 

A Dudley Rotary Club 
member’s friendship with a koi 
carp fan has led to a drive to send 
money for villagers of Utatsu, 
Minamisanriku.

“The only water they have is for 
drinking and cooking - and they 
are absolutely desperate for 
underwear, as well as cleansing 
wipes, toothpaste and tooth¬ 
brushes.” 

Mr Glazzard, aged 50, of Mount 
Road, Wombourne, has a mutual 


interest in koi carp with Mark 
Gardner, who lives and works in 
Japan as a photo journalist. 

Mr Gardner went to 
Minamisanriku and publicised 
the plight of the 600 on website 
www.niigata-nishikigoi.com 

Mr Glazzard gave a presenta¬ 
tion to Rotary members and a col¬ 
lection raised £325 to add to a 
£500 donation from the club’s 
“fast reaction” fund.

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Councils get the pothole figures 
as Government doubles funding 


COUNCILS now know how 
much cash they will have to 
repair potholes as the Gov¬ 
ernment doubled the 
amount of extra funding. 

Across the country 
£200million of funding has 
been offered to local authorities 
compared to the £100m ini¬ 
tially announced last month. 

Black Country councils are 
getting around £500,000 each 
while Staffordshire will get 
£4.2m. 


Dudley gets £725,151 while 
Sandwell’s figure is £517,935. 

Transport Secretary Philip 
Hammond has written to all 
English local highway authori¬ 
ties to inform them of their 
share. 

Last month the Department 
for Transport announced it was 
making available £100m as an 
exceptional payment to help 
with much-needed road repairs 
following another winter of 
severe weather. 

This extra funding was made 


possible due to savings the 
department made earlier in the 
financial year. 

Mr Hammond said: “Potholes 
are a menace to all road users 
and I want councils to make 
fixing them a priority. 

“That is why, when more 
funding became available, I 
agreed with the Chancellor 
that we would double the 
amount of money we are pro¬ 
viding for repairs to be carried 
out. 

“This represents a significant 


investment in road mainte¬ 
nance at a time of severe fiscal 
restraint.” 

Councillor Peter Bilson, 
Wolverhampton’s transport 
chief, said: “Roads which have 
had heavy use are ones that we 
would want to prioritise. 

“Our inspectors will need to 
make assessments and decide 
which ones need to be done 
first.” 

Work was recently carried 
out to fill in potholes in Willen- 
hall Road. 


Now the stray ponies 
bed down at hospital 


PEOPLE have been warning for months 
they are an accident waiting to happen. 
And three of the dozens of stray horses 
roaming the Dudley borough have turned 
up outside the accident and emergency 
unit at Russells Hall Hospital. 

One patient who needed her hand x-rayed 
delayed going in because she was worried 
about the ponies and started phoning the 
RSPCA, police and Dudley Council for help. 

Others, who felt sorry 
for the animals, fed them 
apples. Anxious parents 
ushered their children 
away as they tried to pet 
them on March 22. 

“I saw one car drive 
straight at them and I 
shouted at the driver to 
slow down because the 
horses were spooked,” 
said Melanie Davies, a 
health and safety con¬ 
sultant, of Collins Close, 
Quinton. 

“All three ponies 
looked thin and were not 
in good condition and one 
had an injury to his back 
leg. 

“I hurt my hand a few 
weeks ago and arrived to 
get it x-rayed but I spent 
ages phoning the 
RSPCA, the police and 
the council before I went 


Infection 
ended in 
tragedy 

AN UPHOLSTERER 
from Dudley died sud¬ 
denly, aged just 34, after 
an infection caused her 
heart to stop, a court 
heard. 

Sarah Jukes, of Golden 
Hillock Road, had been 
suffering from flu symp¬ 
toms for three days 
before her death, the 
inquest was told. 

Her family said she 
had been feeling better 
on December 18 but was 
found dead by her 
partner later that day at 
their home. 

Pathologist Dr Sixto 
Batitang told the hearing 
on March 24 at Dudley 
Coroner’s Court that 
there had been inflamed 
cells in Miss Jukes’s 
heart. 

He said an infection, 
possibly a viral one, had 
put pressure on her 
heart. 

The cause of the infec¬ 
tion was not known and 
Dr Batitang recorded her 
cause of death as sudden 
cardiac death. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded 
a verdict of death by 
natural causes.

“I raised the problem 
at the select committee 
on the environment on 
Monday night.” 

John Millar, director of 
urban environment at 
Dudley Council, said: 
“Extensive work is 
ongoing behind the 
scenes and we have been 
working closely with the 
police to deal with the 
strays.”

£500,000 improvements for Metro 


A £500,000 investment will see 
upgrades to CCTV, public address 
systems and customer help-points on 
the Midland Metro. 

Announcements should be clearer with 
an improved public address system as well 
as there being new help point services on 
trams and in stations. 

The firm is also investing in a new CCTV 
control system that will allow security staff 
to manoeuvre cameras from the control 
room. Midland Metro manager Fred 


Roberts told a meeting at Sandwell Council 
House: “This upgrade is due to be commis¬ 
sioned in early April and will greatly 
improve the communication systems on 
the tram system.” 

Temporary 

The upgrade will be rolled out through¬ 
out April so passengers should see very 
little disruption to services, security and 
safety on the trams and at stations. Mr 
Roberts added this year the company also 
plans to upgrade the systems which 


monitor the voltage to high level overhead 
lines. 

In a separate £400,000 programme, 
Midland Metro will also be carrying out 
major engineering works between April 17 
to 20 which will result in the temporary 
closure of the line between Wolverhampton 
St George’s and Wednesbury Parkway. 

During the works, passengers who need 
to travel between Wolverhampton St 
George’s and Wednesbury Parkway can 
use Midland Metro tickets on the 79 and 
126 National Express bus services

How keeping fit can help 
you turn back the clock 



B Y the time most of us reach the age of 
50 or 60 we tend to accept the negative 
effects of ageing as a fact of life that we 
have little or no control over. 

It is true that we can not stop the calender from 
marching ahead at what seems to be a faster and 
faster pace, however, recent studies have shown that 
we can alter the rate at which our bodies progress 
through our life cycle. 

We now have a better understanding of why some 
people tend to age much faster than others. There is 
a large body of scientific evidence that suggests that 
we can slow down and even reverse the symptoms 
of aging. In fact many of us can be in better health in 
our 70s than we were in our 50s. 

Recent studies indicate that between the ages of 
30-70 many of the symptoms and conditions that 
were traditionally associated with normal ageing are 
in fact the result of sedentary lifestyles. 

Energetic 

Evaluating one’s strength, endurance, mobility and 
cardio-vascular-pulmonary performance before and 
after a one-month period of complete bed rest can 
be equated to 30 years of aging. 

The good news is that regular exercise incorpo¬ 
rated into our lifestyle can improve our heart and res¬ 
piratory function, lower our blood pressure, increase 
our strength, improve bone density, improve flexibil¬ 
ity, quicken our reaction time, reduce body fat, 
increase muscle mass, and reduce our susceptibility 
to depression and disease. 

Studies have shown that regular exercise by 
middle aged and elderly people can set back the 
clock 20-40 years when compared to those who do 
little or no exercise. 

Test results show that no matter when a person 
starts to exercise, significant improvement can be 
achieved. In one study of more than 200 men and 
women aged 56-87, ‘dramatic changes’ were 
observed after just six weeks of exercising three to 
five times a week. Study participants became as fit 
and energetic as people 20-30 years younger. 

Among once-sedentary women in their 50s who 
participated in an aerobic dance program for six 
years, fitness improved by 23 per cent and they 
experienced none of the functional declines typically 
seen with increasing age. 


This group appears to have stopped the clock at 
an age when functional declines are usually appar¬ 
ent. 

Comparing bone loss among women in their 80s. 
With those women who did seated exercises for 30 
minutes, three times a week for three years, bone 
mineral actually increased by 2.29 per cent, whereas 
in a similar group of inactive women, bone loss aver¬ 
aged 3.28 per cent. 

Various studies have shown that when our bones 
are taxed from exercise they grow stronger and 
denser and more resistant to fracture Aerobic exer¬ 
cise has been shown to enhance blood flow to 
various parts of the brain as well as to increase the 
speed with which nerve messages travel through the 
brain. 

In a study among previously sedentary middle 
aged men who took part in a four- month exercise 
and fitness program, a significant improvement was 
noted in the mental processes controlled by the part 
of the brain (left hemisphere) responsible for logical 
reasoning. The men who exercised three times per 
week, were compared on 10 tests of mental ability to 
a similar group of men who remained sedentary. 

In a study recently published in the Annals of Inter¬ 


nal Medicine, older adults who exercised at least 
three times a week were 38 percent less likely to 
develop Alzheimer's disease, which causes a slow, 
irreversible decline in brain function. 

The theory is that exercise not only increases 
blood flow and oxygen to the brain, it may also 
reduce the tell-tale ‘plaque’ in the brain associated 
with Alzheimer's disease. 

Alertness 

Aerobic exercise strengthens your heart, helps 
prevent the build up of cholesterol, improves the 
functioning of the liver, pancreas and most vital 
organs. 

Aerobic exercise brings additional oxygen and 
glucose to the brain, both of which are crucial to 
brain function. Exercise also promotes attention and 
alertness, both of which are needed to get informa¬ 
tion into your memory. 

Exercise is clearly the best weapon we have to 
combat disease, to slow down and or reverse the 
effects of aging. It is no wonder that the experts in 
the field believe that exercise is the closest thing we 
have to a Fountain of Youth.

Even though you may feel as though 
you’re being pulled in 100 different 
directions, it’s important to grab your¬ 
self some time to relax alone at least 
once or twice in your week.

By the side of the gear lever is a rotary switch, 
again laid out very clearly, that lets you engage 
the myriad of options for traction control and 
ESP. 

The dashboard comes in for particular praise. 
Not only is it very well laid out, with all the rele¬ 
vant information to hand, it is very easy to read 
in bright sunlight and has just the right contrast 
so that it does not interfere with your vision when 
travelling at night.

I N THE RECENT past there has been 
a plethora of people carriers of all dif¬ 
ferent shapes and sizes, many of 
them memorable for very little.

All-wheel drive Subaru 
makes light of wet road 



The Subaru Impreza - impressed test drivers in slippery road tests 


SUBARU’S all-wheel drive Impreza is 
the hatchback to be in when bad 
weather strikes, according to handling 
tests carried out recently by MSN Cars. 

The popular automotive website took four 
rival hatchbacks to the Wet Grip facility at 
Rockingham Raceway, Northamptonshire, 
to establish which was the safest to own and 
drive on slippery and hazardous roads. 

The Impreza’s rivals in this slippery skid- 
pan shoot-out were the BMW 1 Series, 
Honda Civic and Volkswagen Golf. 

All four were priced under £18,000, but 
they offered the full range of drivetrain 
layouts: the BMW was rear-wheel drive, the 
Honda and Golf were driven by the front 
wheels, and the Impreza, as with all produc¬ 
tion Subarus, boasted all-wheel drive. 

Three separate tests were undertaken at 
the saturated, and very slippery, Wet Grip 
facility: Simulated skid recovery from 


30mph, wet slalom and standing start on a 
polished surface. 

In each of the disciplines the Impreza per¬ 
formed admirably, comfortably recovering 
the simulated skid and dispatching the 
slalom course with ease. 

The standing start test, in particular, high¬ 
lighted the obvious benefits of all-wheel 
drive, with the Impreza completing the 
course three seconds faster than the front- 
drive pairing of the Golf and Civic and a full 
six seconds ahead of the rear-drive BMW, 
despite being one of the least powerful vehi¬ 
cles on test. 

Blizzard 

MSN Cars said of the Impreza: “This is a 
car you could drive through the middle of a 
blizzard and emerge out the other side. 

“And it doesn’t even have fancy traction or 
stability control like the other cars here, so it 


relies on the mechanical grip inherent with 
the AWD system. 

“It held on to the road well and the all¬ 
wheel drive did the job from an icy standing- 
start, as well as the other test situations. 
Best performer on the day on the skid pan.” 

Marketing director of Subaru UK, Kenyon 
Neads, added: “All-wheel drive is funda¬ 
mental to our car-making philosophy. 

“The test carried out by MSN Cars proves 
that when icy, slippery conditions take over 
- as they have done on numerous occasions 
in recent times - there is simply no substitute 
for the superior mechanical grip offered by 
our symmetrical all-wheel drive system.” 

Subaru’s all-wheel-drive range starts at 
£17,345 for the entry level Impreza 1.5 RC, 
and rises to £35,795 for the top-of-the-range 
3.6R Outback Cross-over.
